CULTURE. As many varieties are deeply rooted, it is advisable to spade tie ground 
+o the depth of a foot ore more, lightening the soil whith peat, sand,or old rotted man- 
ure. Any commercial fertilizer may be worked in. A little lime is beneficial for delph- 
iniums. After re-setting a plant, soak the soil,and shade the plant for a few days, so 
that it will revive quickly. Keep the soil loose between the plants. Apply a mulch 
during the hot weather to keep the ground cool.
